jhest jg ^ iv;)Khty argament in the 
favor of t.heVfcnet expreai-ed bj many of 
tbo English In that Province that tbe 
InvaBionbad colbiog oonneotod with 
FeDiauiBd about it, but was solely and 
•imply an attempt to ro-ostablisb ihu 
ProTlsional GovcramenG of 1869-70. 
Charrotte'a evidenfo was amply con. 
firmud by the condoct of tbe balf-broeds 
while the invueion wjis immineDt, Thej 
read thu hombastc proolaioation iiaued 
by Governor Archibald calling on all 
OlasBea^to tiie and defend tho Qaoon, 
tbey aaw their Ergli'.h neighboru rash- 
ing to arms and preparinR to march to 
the front, bnt neither tho G-overoor'8 ap.

inE OITT OF JOUMPAB DESTROTED— UP' 
WARDS OF TUtlEE TIIOOSAND IIOUBES 
SWEPT AWAT. 

From tba Pioneer. orindla. 
Wo regret to record a suiJden and 
great disiti'ter ut Joumpur, n lino naiivo 
iiity of the Nccond ctaiiB. It. contains 
nnarly 9 000 houiios nnd more than 
25,000 iobubitiintn. The river Guraii 
rose snddonly on tho night of Friday, 
thb ICttb ot'Septomber, flooding moat cif 
the mbuilas soulb of the river and ono 
or two on iho north of it. It ooutinuod 
to rise ail Saturday ; before noon the 
Rohnla, Mohulla, Goi.lur, Ghat, Je- 
hengurbad, Wcllundguui, atid Joyeapur 
proBcnted iho eppuarunco of oanajs ; 
before evening tbe foundations of tbu 
houses began to givo way, ond then opo 
by ono, they vauie crashing down, dis'- 
"•olTed by an eleumU m devouriug us 
Qre. All Sanday the watora began to 
rise, and covernd tho rnutiwuy ut tho 
for-famed Mobamodan bridge ; the line 
pncka Rcria wBi now flooded, and crowdn 
who had taken refuge thcie nere driven to seek 
another resting place. AU Monday and Taoiday 
tbowaters g.civ rai|;litily and provaileil; the river 
liy this time flowed freely ovcrlhe parapets of tho 
bridge, of which only tbo shops or Uio.sks weru 
vinible, and the flood was still rising when the 
laat tidings reached us. The whole of ihe city 
south of the river has been totally destroyed ; and 
as some people are skeptical when they hear of 
n.ntive los.sea, we may add tbat tho Post Office, 
Mis. Ion School anJ tbo solidly-biiilt dispensary 
bave all likewise perished. On ttie north bide of 
the city many niohullas have been swept away, 
and in tho chief liazaar.s tlie largest bouses, im- 
dirmineu by tbo rufhing waters were tuiiiblirg in 
ono after another with a crash like thunder. 
On a moderate computation, between 2,0'JO and 
3,000 housea have been deatroycd ; many others 
must undergo demolition. Xeu thousand persons 
have been deprived of house and hn.me, and it 
will require nil tho energy of district nfHeers and 
the greatest liberality on iho part of tho Obvrrn- 
menl to prevent this calamity to be followed by 
t.ic ills incident.il to want and exposure. This 
di8.iBter, accompanied ua it ia by a dclicient har- 
vest and a necohd total failure of tlio indigo crop, 
will, we fear, iiiUiot a blow from which the city 
and district will never wholly recover. It is 
believed tbat no lives have been lost. The people 
with good sense and forlhought begun removing 
their famlles as aoon as the danger became im 
miocnt. Perfect order prevailed. Ti.c mag. 
isterial ofBcers and dittnot superintendent of 
police spent moat of their time in the city, and 
tbe exeriiona of the laat named officer arc said to 
deserve high praise. Thouah tne waters were 
siill rising when tha mail left, we trust that 
tbe civil Rtation is not in danger. 

The Americnn and Spanish Eagles 

There appears to bo imminent danger of a rup- 
ture, and even war between Spain and the United 
Ktutea. When the Cubans, or a portion of them 
rebelled, Spain sent out regiments of "voluuteera" 
to restore order, and thoy have been restoring it 
with a vengeance. They were petted, encouraged 
and "humored" in all their extravaganciea of 
cruelly and plunder by the Home Ooveromeat 
and now they are like bloodhounds who turn upon 
their mn.ters. Having had their vengeful will on 
al! rebels and "suspected" persons generally 
they aro now all but rebels themselves, and are 
to day far more formidable to tho .Spanish Got- 
ernment than Ihe rebels tbey were sent to put 
down. Complaints of violence to American citi- 
icus are listeneJ lo politely at Madrid, but the 
MadridGovernment is powerless in Havana agninit 
its supposed serTanls. llie Captain General 
himself is the puppot and not the master of the 
ferooious "volunteers." Under these circumstan- 
bes the NewYork press threatens that theAmorican 
U'jvcramentniay Bud It necrsaary to eease IooIiVdk to 
MtdrldforredraiaatallaDd to deal directly with tlio 
Cuban" vulunteera "as wltb Ibe piratvs at Icdiu and 
CbiQcaaseaa, or tba oinnibal* ol Ibe Soutli Sea Islands. 

To Kicti' Milk Swbit. — Tha Southern 
Parmer says : A tuaspounlul of fit;9,6all oi 
Uotserradinb in a pan of milk will keep ii 
sweet for Ecvcral days. Milk can be kept a 
yeai or mora as sweet as when taken from 
the cow by iho fallowing method: Prooore 
bottles which must be perfectly clean, swiet 
aod dry ; draw the milk from tbe cow into 
the bottles, ncd u8 they ore filled imme- 
diately cork tbem well, and lasteo the cork 
with paok-lbread or wire. Tbeo spread a 
little straw at the bniiom of a boiler, on 
wbiob plaoB Ibe bottles, with atraw baiweao 
tbem, until the boiler oootaius a soflleient 
qaantity. Fill it op wilt: cold water, and as 
aoon as ii begins to boil draw Ihe fire nod 
lot the whole lirjdaally cool. When quite 
cold lake out tho bottles and pack iheai in 
saw-dust iu bampersi and ttow Ibem away 
in tbe coolest pari of tbe bouse.
